Advantages of Proposed 
Empress-Edmonton Highway 


Map on Centre Page Shows 
Saving in Distances Along 
Route. 


On the centre page of thie issue is the 
map of the proposed Empress-Edmonton 
Highway. This matter has been pushed 
forward by the Coronation Board of 
Trade for some time and they decided to 
have a map drawn that would be self 
explanatory and circulate it among the 
towns ana distriets affected to secure 
their support in having the highway 
built. 

Many of the advantages of such a 
highway are explained on the map iteelf, 
but on examination it will be noted that 
there are additional advantages that 
should be considered, 

Between Empress and Edmonton, over 
80 roads from the east and over 185 
from the south, a total of 215 roads 
which are already in existence will be 
given a shortcut to Edmonton, at an 
average saving in distance of 35 miles. 
Similarly the reads from north and 
west would have an outlet via Empress 
or Medicine Hat at approximately the 
sume saving in distance. 

We believe that the construction of 
this highway as outlined will be of more 
benefit to the very large district which 
it will serve than any other improvement 
that has been previously brought eut. 

It can be built almost the entire dis 
tance with very few railroad crossings 
which is one*f the important objects in 
highway construction today. A main 
highway shoyld in all cases follow the 
shortest possible route, and this high- 
way would give the shortest route from 
the thickly settled north-central States, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan right up to 
Alberta’s northern empire. 

“If the saving in Alberta is 25 per cent. 
in distance it means that the saving in 
constrnction and maintenance is like- 
wise reduced, snd as maintenance isa 
yearly item this saving alone woula pay 
the entire cost in a very few years, 

In addition to the advantages to the 
people of Alberta there should be con- 
sidered the traffic from outside the pro- 
vince leading in the direction of Edmen- 
ton and beyond, 

If this highway with all its advantages 
were built and in use at the present time, 
no one would suggest doing away with 
it and increasing the distance ower 25 
p.c. by going back to our present road.

many. \ 

Three days out of Panama, the 
“Noorderdyk” received an_ S.O.S. 
from the steamship “Corvus” saying 
that Henry Lohse, 21-year-old sailor, 
was stricken with appendicitis. 

The “Noorderdyk” steamed to the 
“Corvus” and when they met, Lohse 
was transferred to the ‘“Noorder- 
dyk.” Dr. Robbins was asked to save 
the man’s life. 

Dr. Robbins borrowed a carving 
knife from the cook, made the incis- 
ion and with the pliers removed the 
appendix. He then sewed up the in- 
cision with a needle and thread bor- 
rowed from his wife and disinfected 
the wound with Holland gin. A piece 
of rubber tubing from a shower bath 
was used for drainage. As a result of 
the operation, Lohse is hale and 
hearty, hauls on the main’ brace and 
lustily sings, “Blow the Man Down.” 

Because he used such strange in- 
struments, Dr. Robbins refused to 
accept any pay for the operation, 
stating that the operation under 
such strange conditions might not 
prove successful.

Salop, England, left the Banff 

| Springs Hotel recently for a trans- 
mountain ride to Port Hope, B.C.,, 
possibility of continuing 
from that place to Vancouver by the 
same mode of travel. 

The route they are following takes 
them past Spray Lakes, by the} 
Spray River to Palliser Pass, then 
down Palliser River to the Kootenay. 
This section of the ride is the route 
discovered by Capt. Palliser, in 1858.

After crossing the Columbia at Wil- 
mer, they will follow Toby Creek to 
Toby Pass, thus crossing the Selkirk 
system and will descend the Duncan 
River.

Growitig Exhibition Grain . 


Practical Suggestions For Preparing 

Grain For World’s Grain Show 

At the recent meeting of the Mani- 
toba Seed Growers’ Association at 
Brandon, Dr. McRostie, agronomist 
of the M.A.C., gave the following 
practical suggestions for the growing 
and preparing of grain for exhibition 
at the World Grain show in Regina 
in 1932. 

Dr. McRostie stated that the first 
essential was to obtain good, clean 
seed, pure as to variety since the 
grain’ samples will*. naturally be 
thrown out. The seed should then be 
sown on clean land tb avoid mixing 
from volunteer growth. Treating for 
both loose and covered smut. would 
avoid loss from this source. Sulphur 
dusting and early seeding would 
overcome the shrinking due to rust 
| damage. A satisfactory sulphur dust 
can be procured from F. H. Wiley, 
533 Henry Avenue, Winnipeg, and a 
small hand duster from the Niagara 
Sprayer Company, Middleport, N.Y. 
An application at the rate of 45 
| pounds of dust weekly from the time 
when rust first appears on the plants 
has usually given a fair control of 
| rust. 
| In harvesting select the best sec- 
tions in the field, pull out all off type 
| plants and any other grains since it 
|is much easier to clean in the field 
| than it is to clean later. Avoid any 
;marginal material because it is 
| usually later and somewhat coarser. 
| All grain should be left to mature 
before it is cut. After cutting it 
;may be as well to ‘cure some both 
| ways. If cured outside it should be 
put up in small sheaves in small 
| stooks taht are capped. If inside, 
it should be hung up ina_ smal! 
| bundles, in dry well-ventilated roqms: 
| For threshing a small Hibwag 
| thresher has given good results or it 
| may be found advisable to thresh it 
out by hand. 

In finally preparing the grain 
sample it is essential to obtain one 
with grains of similar size and shape. 
This can only be = accornplished 
through a great deal of painstaking 
work trying different sieves, different 
cleaners, etc.—F ree Press.

The gulf was so named because it 
was the Coronation year of His 
Majesty George IV. The name 


Bathurst Inlet commemorates Henry, 
third Earl of Bathurst (1762-1834), 
who was, at the time the name was 
given, Secretary for the.

The latest summary of,-cOnditions 
in the dairy industry by the Dairy 
and Cold Storage Branch of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
affords some observations: of inter- 
est: : 

Pasteurized butter graded during 
June, this year, amounted sto 150,962 
packages, an increase of 18,162 pack- 
ages over the same period last year. 
For the year to date the 1930 figure 
at 288,511 is 8,024 packages ahead of 
last year. ol 

Cheese graded during June, this 
year, totalled 206,178 boxes, or 17,- 
384 boxes less than last year. The 
total for the year to date at 317,435 
boxes is below last year, but there is 
an increase in the number of boxes 
grading “special” this year. 

There was an increase of 245.66 
per cent. in the volume of creamery 
butter in storage in Canada as at 
June 1, 1930, over the amount in 
store last year on the same date; and 
an increase of 439.87 per cent. in the 
volume of dairy butter; in store. 
Creamery butter in store June 1, 
1930, amounted to 10,798,828 pounds; 


dairy butter in store—361,035 
pounds. 
Cheese in store the same date 


amounted to 6,471,834 pounds, or 38. 
43 per cent. less than last year. 

The export of cream and milk to 
the United States has practically 
ceased since the tariff of 68 cents per 
imperial gallon on cream came into 
formerly exported is now being made 
effect on June 18.

Pastures and Proteins : 


Work Carried Out Which’ Will Be 
Of Great Interest To Dairyman 
The value of pastures depends very 
largely on the amount of protéeins— 
green feed—available to the cattle 
using them. In this, connection the 
studies of “close grazing” now being 


; made by experts of the Dominion 


Department of Agriculture are of 
special interest. While still in the ex- 
perimental stage the work already 
done holds much of interest for the 
dairyman. Briefly put, the, object of 
close grazing is to provide’ an‘ ade- 
quate and continuous supply of green 
fodder from succulent new: herbage 
growth. This is done through’ the 
division of a suitable field area: into 
four equal sections. While the ‘herd 
grazes for a week on one section the 
new growth, rich’in protein, ‘is devel- 
oping in the others. In this way a 
new pasture with three weeks growth 
of new herbage is regularly avail- 
able. ;

World’s Largest 
Aerial Fleet 


Twenty-Six Airplanes Engaged In 
Aerial Work For Govérnment 
Twenty-six airplanes, working in 
thirteen detachments, are now en- 
gaged throughout Canada in aerial 
photography and surveying for the 
Canadian Government. 


For the past few years Canada has 
been the leader in the work of tak- 
ing photographs from the air for 
map making and in making aerial 
surveys of large areas of practically 
unexplored territory. This year’s pro~- 
gram of such work has the world's 
largest aerial photographic fleet on 
the task. Before the end of the sea- 
son probably at least another hun- 
dred thousand square miles of coun- 
try will be recorded on photographic 
negatives. 


As in recent years the Forest Ser- 
vice of Canada will continue to car- 
ry on the work of forest fire protec- 
tion in the provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, for the 
season of 1930, and for this purpose 
has arranged to continue the co-op- 
erative arrangements which it has 
had in the past with the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force. In these three pro- 
vinces the area over which the air 
patrol work is carried on approxi- 
mates 100,000,000 acres, of which a 
large portion is unmapped. For this 
purpose 21 seaplanes and flying boats 
will operate to detect and suppress 
forest fire outbreaks. These machines 
will be capable of carrying greater 
loads than in other years and their 
better performance should add great- 
ly to the efficiency of fire-fighting 
operations. 5 

Of the thirteen detachments en- 
gaged in aerial photography and sur- 
veying one is operating in British 
Columbia; one in Alberta; four in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, the North- 
west Territories; four in Ontario and 
Quebec; one in the Maritime Prov- 
inces; one has been assigned to spe- 
cial transportation work such as car- 
rying surveyors, explorers and other 
officials into accessible regions, and 
another to the exploration and photo- 
graphy of the main aerial routes in 
the Far North. The experience of the 
last few years has shown that at 
least for many years aerial transpor- 
tation will be almost the sole means 
of communication throughout these 
vast and little-known areas. The ex- 
ploration of safe-flying routes is, 
therefore, regarded as one of the first 
considerations twoards opening up 
this country, oe,

‘The Old-Time Doctor 


Medical Fees and Prices Of Opera- 
tions Show Little Change In 
Last 100 Years 


Proof that medical fees and the 
price of operations have changed 
very little in the last 100 years in 
Canada is contained in the interest- 
ing tariffs of medical fees for the 
years 1839, 1855, 1874, recently on 
exhibit at the Ontario Medical Asso- 
ciation convention. 

A schedule of medical fees adopted 
at a meeting of the medical profes- 
sion at the hospital in Toronto on 
February 14, 1839, quotes the mini- 
mum doctor’s fee in the daytime at 
5 shillings, or approximately $1.25. 
Pulling teeth was extra. Each ex- 
traction cost 2 shillings, 6 pence, 
about 62 cents extra. In addition, a 
doctor could charge 5 shillings a mile 
travelling expenses for country cases. 

The mileage was to be computed 
from the market buildings in Toron- 
to. Bleeding, then common, also was 
the same price as the extraction of a 
tooth. A major operation cost £10, 
or $50, and a minor operation 
brought fees of from $5 to $15. 

From 9 a.m. to sunset, in 1885, 
fees were settled at $2 maximum, and 
$1 minimum. But after sunset the 
physician could charge anywhere 
from $2 to $8. He got from $40 to 
$200 for a major operation, and from 
$2 to $40 for a minor.

A World Latiguage 


Theory That the Radio May Bring 
This About Is Discounted 

The suggestion that the need of 
a world language has been given 
compelling impetus by the develop- 
ment of the radio is probably open 
to challenge. That a _ universal 
speech would aid universal peace 
has been widely recognized. The 
increasing number of international 
conferences, estimated now at 300 
a year, ranging from “bicyclists to 
free thinkers,” is possibly also ac- 
celerating the desire. Commerce, 
too, would be facilitated by the 
adoption of a common medium of 
communication. 

But practical difficulties should 
not be overlooked. Linguistic 
amalgamation is something civiliza- 
tion has resisted for 10,000 years. 
The ancients travelled widely over 
what was then the known world 
without the necessity of first learn- 
ing foreign tongues. Nor have 
closer contacts broken down the 
barriers. German persists in rural 
districts of Pennsylvania and 
French flourishes in Quebec. Grand 
opera is enjoyed on both sides of the 
Atlantic undisturbed by the annoy- 
ances which an alien grammar and 
syntax often impose on the school- 
room. Bernhardt has been welcomed 
here by great audiences to whom her 
lines might as well have been spoken 
in Sanskrit. 

These traditions will not be easily 
upset by the popularity of the radio. 
Habit is too firmly fixed. A culture 
that starts in the cradle persists to 
the grave in more cases than it 
yields to intellectual adventure. Latin 
and Anglo-Saxon races may absorb 
from each other, but they do not 
coalesce.

Saskatchewan Poultry Pool Is Prac- 
tically All-Feminine Organization 


Farmers’ wives boss the Saskatch- 
ewan Poultry Pool and the pin money 
they take in every 12 months is writ- 
ten-in six figures. 

The pool, an almost 100 per cent. 
all-feminine organization, is four 
years old, and last year took in a 
total of $730,000. There is only one 
man with his finger in the pie, and 
he is outnumbered if not suppressed. 

In the last 12 months the business 
turnover of the pool included 26,- 
840,184 eggs, or 2,236,682 dozen, 
valued at $540,000. Also included in 
the turnover were 823,743 pounds of 
dressed poultry, valued at $184.000, 
and 39,561 pounds of live poultry, 
worth $6,000. 

The egg business increased in 
1929 over 56 per cent., and the dress- 
ed poultry 61 per cent. over the pre- 
vious year. The pool now handles 
about 75 per cent. of the entire pro- 
duction of eggs in the province of 
Saskatchewan. 

Mrs. Bertha Holmes, of Asquith, 
Sask., is president of the organiza: 
tion, which is known officially as 
the Saskatchewan Co - operative 
Poultry Producers, Limited, and five 
farmers’ wives are on the board of 
directors. Originally the pool was 
established by the women to pro- 
vide them with pin money. Now 
they are buying automobiles on 
their earnings.

British Columbia’s recent lumber 
mission to Australia will seek co-op- 
eration of the provincial government 
in securing a lumber tariff prefer- 
ence in that dominion.

Mrs. Sarojini Naidu, woman leader 
of the Indian Nationalists, is said by 
the Daily Herald to be willing to 
compromise with the government 
somewhat short of Mahatma Gan- 
dhi’s demands for independence. 

The London naval treaty passed 
through all its stages in the House 
of*Lords and only needed the royal 
assent before becoming effective.

The visible supply of American

A Strange Mongol Tribe 
Have Qualities Of Wild Animals and 
Live In Caves 

A tribe of wild men in North Man- 
churia, who never lie down, but al- 
ways sleep sitting up with their feet 
crossed like Buddhas, so that they 
may rise and run in a second, is de- 
scribed by a correspondent of a Chin- 
ese newspaper. The correspondent 
claims to have visited the tribe. 

The strange people are called 
Orunchuns, he declares, and they live 
in Kolombairh, North Manchuria. 
They are so primitive that they have 
no social organization, no chief or el- 
ders. 

The men of the tribe, says the cor- 
respondent, have the qualities of wild 
animals. They can out-run foxes and 
wolves, and often overtake and kill 
such animals. They hunt like wolves 
in bands, and do not hesitate to at- 
tack Manchurian tigers. 

They have no homes, but 
caves and sheltered parts of 
mountains in which to sleep. 
usually travel by day. 

The correspondent says the Orun- 
chuns have a spoken language entire- 
ly their own, with a very limited 
vocabulary, but no written language. 
They speak in low tones very agree- 
able to the ear, much resembling the 
| twitter of birds. 

In winter they wear the skins of 
wild aninrals which they have killed, 
but in summer go naked. They do 
not understand cooking, and tear and 
devour the flesh of animals. They 
understand the use of bows and ar- 
rows, which they get from Russians, 
but cannot make them for them- 
selves. 

It is very dangerous to go among 
them, the correspondent says, and 
they are known to have killed several 
travellers who were unduly curious 
to study their habits.

Feat Of Mountain 
Climbers 
Eight Peaks Over Ten Thousand 
Feet High Are Negotiated 

Eight peaks over 10,000 feet high, 
three of them unnamed, in the upper 
region of the Athabasca River and 
behind Maligne Lake, where the 
Canadian Alpine Club assembled at 
its annual camp, were reported to 
have been climbed for the first time 
with the return, after an absence of 
17 days, of a party led by Dr. Max 
Strumia, of Philadelphia, and Dr. W. 
R. Hainsworth, of New York. 

Accompanied by Newton Waffe, of 
Orange, N.J., and John F, Lehmann, 
of Everett, Mass. Strumia and 
climbed Mount 
Christie, 10,180 feet high, from a 
high camp on Fryatt Creek. Later, 
climbing Mount Belanger, 10,200 feet 
in altitude, they were within 50 feet 
of being swept to their death by 
avalanches and on their descent were 
held for three hours on a rock ledge 
till the descending sun _ rendered 
snowslides improbable and their pro- 
gress less hazardous. 

An unnamed peak near Mount Wol- 
ley, whose altitude is placed at 10,700 
feet, offered the greatest difficulty. 
Only by inserting ‘‘petons,”” — iron 
spikes to which they could attach 
their climbing rope—into the crumb- 
ling rock, were they able to attain 
its summit. 

Climbing from the site of the 
Canadian Alpine club on Maligne 
Lake, they made the first ascent of 
three peaks of Mount Maligne, all 
over 10,000 feet in height, and map- 
ped for the first time the tremendous 
ice fields surrounding it. 

Dr. Strumia, who has climbed in 
Switzerland, France, Italy and North 
America, a total of 75 peaks and 
made 25 first ascents, said recently 
that during the trip just completed 
through Jasper Park he experienced 
some of the most difficult rock and 
snow work he has yet encountered. 
The party was outfitted by “Curly” 
Phillips.

Millions For Charity 


Fortune In New York Real Estate To 
Be Given To the Poor 


A fortune in real estate estimated 
at upwards of $100,000,000, which 
three generations of Wendels have 
spent their lives amassing, is to go 
to charity when a frail little old lady, 
last of the Wendel line, dies. 

The will of Mrs. Rebecca Wendel 
Swope, who died July 20, was filed 
in New York and provides for that 
disposition of the Wendel holdings 
after the death of her sister, Miss 
Ella, now 80. 

The Wendel family for years has 
been an enigma to the rest of New 
York. Living in an old brownstone 
mansion at Fifth Avenue and 39th 
Street, they resisted all progress, 
lived in almost monastic simplicity 
and refused to sell any of their real 
estate holdings. 

The. family fortune was founded 
in the 19th century by John Wendel, 
a fur trader and contemporary of 
the first Astors. With the turn of 
the present century there remained 
only seven grandchildren, six sisters 
and one brother. The brother, who 
also bore the Christian name John, 
forbade his sisters to marry, saying 
that no man was good enough for 
them. Mrs. Swope is the only one 
who married. 

One, Georgiana, tiring of the re- 
stricted life, fled to Europe and 
showed herself publicly in hotels 
and other public places. On her re- 
turn her brother had her declared in- 
sane, and she was committed to an 
asylum. She finally won her free- 
dom and sued her brother for $50,- 
000, but dropped the suit and return- 
ed to the old Fifth Avenue home, 
there to\live out her life behind 
closed shutters. She died in 1929, 

One by one the sisters passed 
away, until now only Miss Ella is 
left. As did her sisters, she dressed 
only in black satin, cut in the mode 
of 40 years ago, and sewed by her 
own hands, She never leaves the 
house, so far as is known, except to 
walk her aged,.fat poodle in the 
yard behind the house, known as 
the million dollar dog-run because 
of the value of the property and the 
fact that it is used for no other pur- 
pose. 


Would Control Grain Prices 


Central European States Consider 
Problems Of Markets 

Negotiations for regulation of 
grain prices resulting in Poland's sug- 
gestion that Latvia, Estonia, Bul- 
garia, Jugo-Slavia, Hungary, Rou- 
mania and Czecho-Slovakia join her 
in an agreement were viewed at Ber- 
lin as of wide, European significance 
rather than of world wide impor- 
tance, 

The problem of the markets con- 
cerned is especially with surplus rye 
stocks, The Danube region crops 
were described as promising giood 
yield for 1930 and the Roumanian 
wheat crop was reported some 700,- 
000 tons larger than last year. In 
Jugo-Slavia, however, the crop was 
expected to be some 600,000 tons 
less, although both Hungary and 
Bulgaria predicted increases of 
about 300,000 tons each. 


Sinking In the Sea 


Ireland In Danger Of Disappearing 
Say Scientists 

The Royal Irish Academy, Ire- 
land's most learned body, has been 
debating the suggestion that Ireland 
is gradually sinking into the sea. 

The marine erosion especially on 
the East coast has become serious, 
A learned engineer pointed out that 
during the past winter at many 
points there has been a marked low- 
ering of the beach level. 

The director of the State’s geolog- 
ical survey said this coast depres- 
sion was not merely local, but part 
of a depression affecting Western 
Europe, The land is sinking at pre- 
sent because, while both land and 
sea are rising, the sea is rising 
the more rapidly. The sinking is a 
few centimeters per century, 


Will Destroy Porpoises 

Porpoises have become such pests 
in the Gulf of St. Lawrence that the 
Canadian Government recently ex- 
pended $5,000 for the purchase of an 
aeroplane, bombs, and the hiring of 
a pilot to kill off these fish. The por- 
poises were destroying all marine life 


in the gulf. 


A giant tower with swinging side 
arms designed to launch and land 
airplanes and to pick up mail and 
freight in flight has been invented.

Italy and Volcanoes 


Italfan Peninsula Subject To Frequent 
Seismic Disturbances 


Another earthquake has visited 
Southern Italy, destroying towns and 
leaving several hundred dead in its 
wake. The disaster is not so severe 
as others which have occurred in 
this area, but it is none the less a 
blow to those whose homes have 
been destroyed, or who have been 
bereft of kin and friends. 

The lower portion of the Italian 
peninsula is of volcanic origin and 
subject to frequent seismic disturb- 
ances, but no part of the country is 
exempt. Last year the City of 
Bologna, in the north, experienced 
twenty-two earthquakes in a single 
month. Rome was badly shaken 
about two and a half years ago. No 
serious damage resulted in these in- 
stances, but in March, 1928, a num- 
ber lost their lives in a disturbance 
of unusual violence in Lombardy. No 
recent earthquake, however, com- 
pares with that of Dec. 28, 1908, 
which virtually destroyed the im- 
portant City of Messina and many 
towns in Sicily and Calabria (the 
toe of the Italian boot). The num- 
ber of lives lost in that disaster was 
officially estimated at over 77,000. 
Only the Japanese earthquake of 
1923, which resulted in approximate- 
ly 100,000 deaths, compares: with it 
in destructiveness. New York 
World. 


Will Preserve Historic Objects 


Dinosaur Tracks Are Found In 
Canyon Of Peace River Country 
The remains of British Columbia’s 

earliest inhabitants, who died several 

hundred thousand years ago, are to 
be preserved by official decree. Un- 
der an order-in-council the govern- 
ment declares dinosaur tracks and 
fossil bones of ichtyosaurus found in 
the canyon of the Peace River last 
year to be historic objects. To re- 

move or deface them in any way is a 

serious offence. These relics, discov- 

ered by railway engineers during a 

survey last summer, are regarded’ by 

scientists as highly important since 
they show the prehistoric monsters 
of the prairies had penetrated into 

British Columbia by following the 

course of the Peace River. No such 

remains had been found in British 

Columbia before, though the Alberta 

foothills are rich in such material.

This clock 
will have an illuminated dial which 
will show the time for great distances 
both day and night and is to be 
equipped with other mechanism 
which will show the positions of the 
celestial bodies and their phases. 
Other devices will indicate the ebb 
and flow of the tides and changes in 
wind weather and temperature. <A 
chanticleer upon the summit of the 
tower will crow at dawn and sunset, 
and at noon a lion will emerge from 
a lofty recess and roar. 

Chimes will mark the passing of 
each quarter, and an infant, a youth, 
a soldier and a septuagenarian will 
appear successively each 15 minutes. 
Bronze figures of Sicilian heroines 
will strike the hours, And other sym- 
bolical figures, also of bronze, will 
mark the season and the month. The 
clock is said to be the most intrjcate 
and inspiring work of man yet de- 
vised and will be one of the chief 
wonders of a world long accustomed
